WAR PLANES DIVE 
AT HIGH SPEED. 


LAUNCHING ’PLANES 
BY CATAPULT. 


THE DISTANCE RECORD. 


a 


REAT structural strength and magnifi- 
cent design are implicit in the revelation 
that British single-seater fighters have 

recently exceeded the world’s speed record of 
miles an hour in vertical dives from 
heights of 20,000 and 25,000 feet. Diving 
speed is not included in recognised perform- 
ance tests, but the ability of a military aero- 
plane to withstand without structural failure 
the stresses imposed at “ terminal velocity ”’ 
is of the first importance. It means that the 
fighting pilot need fear no colla of the 
aeroplane, no matter what s s he may 
reach in diving after an enemy or how swiftly 
he may twist and turn in aerial combat; and 
it is a quality in which British fighting ‘planes 
are pre-eminent. Some even of the latest 
foreign-built fighters carry a printed warning 
that they must not be dived at speeds more 
than 25 per cent. of the maximum velocit 
attainable in level flight.. The Britis 
machines, with their unrivalled maximum 
2 of 215-220 m.p.h., have dived at around 

0 m.p.h.—nearly double the top level speed 
—without a sign of disturbance or undue 
vibration. 

Three t of single-seater aircraft. have 
reached tremendous velocities in the 
dive up to the present—the Hawker “ Fury" 
and “ Nimrod “ of the Royal Air Force and 
the Fairey “ Firefly,” recently ofdered in 
la quantities for the re-equipment of the 

ian air service. It will be recalled that 

the first “ Firefly’ order in Belgium was 
secured after Mr. C. R. Fairey had offered to 


demonstrate. ‘‘ terminal velocity” dive of 


nearly 400 m.p.h. His pilot, he said; would 


ascend to 25; feet in a “ Firefly,”* dive 


vertically towards the earth and pull out above 
the aerodrome within sight of the experts 
assembled there. He invited the French and 


Czechoslovakian constructors who were com- 
peting for the order to do the same; but they 


demurred, and the order was secured for ‘the 


British company. 


These prodigious diving speeds are in- 


dubitable evidence of the beautiful stream- 
lining of the aeroplanes. One of the limiting 
factors is the air resistance of the machine 
structure; the less “clean” its lines the 
sooner will it reach its maximum diving ; 
Tests have shown that the British single- 
seater fighters dive so rapidly—faster even 
without. engine power than with it—that 
the ultimate attainable speeds in the dive 
may be far beyond those yet recorded. No 
amount, of statistics and discussion could tell 
the aeronautical expert more about the fine 
streamlining of these fighting ’ planes. 


LAUNCH BY CATAPULT. 


Catapulting as a means of launching heavily 


laden iandpianes or seaplanes is a side of 
aeronautical development that has long en- 
gaged the attention of British experts. Some 
of them, including Mr. P. Salmon, who 
lectured on the subject before the Royal Aero- 
nautical Society last week, declare that the 
catapult must inevitably take its place in the 
normal equipment of aerodromes and sea- 
ways which will constitute bases for heavily 
laden commercial and military aeroplanes of 
the future, because its use will eliminate 
dependence on the state of the water, 
and will render the presence of ob- 
structions on or near a landing ground a 
matter of no importance. Mr. Salmon pointed 
ont that generally an aeroplane can maintain 
a useful speed in flight with less engine power 
than it requires to take off from an aerodrome 
of limited size or from the surface of the sea. 
The catapult affords probably the safest 
means known to-day of getting an aeroplane 
into the air and enabling it to use its full 
engine power for maintaining flight—an im- 
portant adva e in starting heavily-loaded 
aeroplanes whic

Instructions left by a Surrey bee-keeper 
that a farewell to his bees should be 
printed on his memorial card, recall the 
old belief in the intimate concern of bees 
in the life and welfare of their owners. 
On the death of a bee-keeper, or even of 
one of his family, it used to be a common 
practice to knock three times on the hive 
and inform the inmates of the event, lest 
they should be offended and desert.

On weddings, too, a similar attention had 
to be paid to the feelings of the bees, who 
had their hives decorated with bridal 
favours and were given a special banquet 
of cake soaked in wine. Closely linked 
with such observances, no doubt, were the 
old ideas concerning the omens of death 
conveyed by certain happenings in the 
hive, as, for instance, the entry and execu- 
tion of a wild bee or a moth. In some

WANDERVOGEL.

URING a stay” of) two anda half 
|) years mm Germany I had heard much 
of the Wandervdgel, those bands of 
boys, or of girls, or of both who tramp the 
vast spaces of the Fatherland, often spend- 
ing their whole summer holiday thus. On 
arriving that afternoon at Oberhammerstein, 
a hamlet in an obscure spot on the Rhine 
between Cologne and Bonn, my companion, a 
German lady, who was also my German 
teacher, said she would show me a 
Jugendherberge, or youth shelter, where the 
Wandervdgel could spend a night or get a 
meal for a very small sum. 

This particalar youth hostel was, however, 
no hut-like building, but an old castle 
which had in the past belonged to a family 
named Hammerstein — hence its name, 
“ Burghaus Hammerstein.” It was small, 
neither imposing nor pretentious, unlike our 
idea of a “‘castle,”” save for its conically- 
shaped tower, and, doubtless, for those rea- 
sons it was called a “ Burghaus,”’ which 
means literally ** castle-house.”’ 

Expressing my surprise on seeing a 
“castle” instead of a modest building, my 
German friend explained that it had occa- 
sionally happened that through families be- 
coming extinct—as probably happened in 
this case—or through changes of ownership, 
such houses came under State control, and 
were handed over to the youth hostel or- 
ganisation, so highly developed in that 
country—‘‘ but,” said she, “it will not be 
like a castle inside.”

THE DORMITORIES. 


All the other roofns were converted into 
dormitories; a series of bunks built of iron, 
not wood, Eo ds one above the ‘other, en- 
tirely filled each room ; a mattress and blanket 
were provided for each bunk, where the tired 
tramper took his or her night’s rest at a cost 
of but another few pence. The washing 
arrangements were of the simplest; water was 
laid on, and plentiful; but, as far as could

MORE TRISH WANTED. 

Mr. William Hill, Waterford, said that 
he had been engaged in the bacon trade. 
and had imported bacon from America. 
The demand for American bacon dropped 
off in the last few years in consequence of 
the importation of cheap continental 
bacon. At the present time Canadian 


bacon was taking the place of the cheap 


continental bacon to some extent. 

The trade in American bacon had been 
declining in the last two years, and that, 
he believed, was because the were 
buying more Irish. It was @pinion 
that if theré was é¢nouch Irish bacon avuil- 
able at the moment it would knock out 
the foreign stuff. 

Mr. W H. Freeman, Hon. Secretary of 
the Irish Wholesale Provision Trade 
Association, said that any serious advance 
in the price of bacon would put it out of 
the reach of the poorer classes. Hitherto 
the poor had the advantage of cheap prices 
because of keep competition among dealers 
in bacon. The price of Irish bacon in 
London was somewhat lower than in Ire- 
land because of the competition it had to 
meet there from the Danes and others. A 
tariff would increase prices at home, and 
that would tend to’ decrease exports, as 
home curers, in order to get the advantage 
of the increase, would keep more of their 
produce for sale here. 

Asked if he could throw any licht on 
the causes for the big differences between 
the price the farmer got ‘or his pig and 
the price the consumer had to pay for it 
retail, Mr. Freeman replied that he coula 
not speak for the retailers. but he was 
prepared to submit balance sheets to prove 
that the wholesalers’ profits were not 
abnormal. Since the advent of Polish 
bacon, he added, the Dublin wholesaler 
had to meet the competition of English 
wholesalers, who cut up that class of 
bacon and sent it direct to Irish retailers. 


CREATING MISGIVINGS. 

Replying to Mr. Twomer, he said that 
the very r classes in the towns and 
cities used bacon in preference to beef 
and mutton. because they could buy ends, 
and it could be cooked easily and gave a 
grease which they could use on bread. 
It would be a considerable hardship on 
these people if a tariff sx ere imposed and 
the price of bacon increased.

; ent may be maintained, that its 
sphere may be extended to other industries 
in the near future, and that by these factors, 
together with the continued exercise of strict 
economy in Government and jocal administra- 
tion, the foundations for an increase of 


prosperity may be laid. 
“I am glad to observe that since a year 


ago the improved state of trade, apart from 
shipbuilding, has been reflected in a sub- 
stantial decrease im unemployment, the 
registers of the exchanges having recorded 
a fall of 13,657. It is satisfactory also to 
note the amicable relations existing between 
employers and emploved ; im nt wage ad- 
justments have been negotiated within the 

few months in « commendable spirit of 
reasonableness. 

“The prolonged depression in our staple 
trades, upon which so large a section of the 
people is dependent, has thrown into bold 
relief the desirabil.ty of a wider diversity im 
our industrial activities. My Government 
will continue its efforts to encourage the 
establishment of new industries, and in pur- 
suance of this policy legislative proposals will 
be laid before you for the purpose of em- 
powering it to grant free sites to firms 
desirous of establishing new undertakings m 
Northern Ireland. 

‘Proposals have been formulated dealing 
with Local Government reform and have 
been circulated to the various organisations 
of local authorities in Northern Ireland. 
Any representations received from them will 
receive the most careful and sympathetic con- 
sideration. 

“In ftaming these proposals, my Govern- 
ment have anxiously voured to avoid 


any aw of imposing additional charges 
on rates.

“In the meantime, I am glad to learn that 
my Government, im co-operation with local 
authorities, have been able, by administra- 
tive measures, to effect. considerable reforms 
im the direction of closing down workhouses 
and oí 6 establishing up-to-date district 
hospitals. 


HOUSING ACTS. 


It is proposed to introduce a bill prolonging 
the restrictions on rents of the smaller type 
of houses, and remedying, as far as possible, 
certain abuses which have been brought to 
light im the recent report submitted by the 
Select Committee on Rents. 

“A bill will also be introduced for the 
purpose of continuing for a further two years 
a i principle of Government subsidy 
for working-class dwellings and enabling local 
Suthorities, as heretofore, to co-operate with 
the Government in the encouragement of the 
building of these houses. 

“The bills which were introduced last 
session desling with necessary reforms of the 
wages É Laws and the consolidation of the 
law relating to Jaint Stock Companies wil! be 
reintrodu during the forthcoming session. 

* Other bills be laid before you dealing 
with the following matters :— 

“Law of Lendlerd and Tenant; Poultry 
Diseases; Valuation of Railways; Amend. 
ment of the Slaughtered Animals (Compensa. 
trom) Act, 1928, and Garden Allotments for 
the Unemployed. 

“I recognise the serious hardship which 
has been experienced by the farming com- 
munity through the severe fall in agricul- 
teral prices which has occurred as a result of 
the world economic depression of the past few 
years. A measure of protection is, however, 
being afforded to farmers through the im- 
position of duties on imports of certain classes 
el agricultural gre eapsc including 

oats, eggs, y and dairy pre 
Eas is the policy of my Government to 
seize the opportunity afforded by these duties 
to extend, by all practicable means, the 
market for our agricultural produce in Great 
Britain. 

“*It has been announced that as soon as a 
scheme for the reorganisation of the bacon in- 
dustry has been ared a measure for the 
quantitative regulation of imports of hacon 
inte the United Kingdom will be introduced. 
My Government trusts that farmers wil! put 
themselves in a position to take advantage of 
the regulation of imports as soon as it is 
pot inte operation. 

“I am gratified to learn that substantial 
progress is being made in the initial stages 
of the scheme of comprehensive electricity 
oe SE “é authorised by recent legislation. 
1 forward with confidence to the 
heneficial effects of this scheme, both to 
industrialists and to private citizens through- 
out Northern Ireland, 

“And I pray that the blessing of 
Almighty God may rest upon your delibera- 
tions.”

Hospital was continued. The appeal came 
befére the Court on a special case stated by 
the Commissioners appointed for the Special 
Purposes of the Income Tax Acts for the 
opinion of the Court, and whether the Com- 
missioners were right in holding that the 
Superioress was not carrying on the trade 
of private nursing homes, and that an 
assessment to income tax made on her in 
respect. of the profits of the homes should be 
discharged. 

Mr. Davis, the appellant, contended that, 
as distinct from the public hospital, which 
he admitted was a charitable institution, 
thére was a portion of the hospital known 
as the Mater Private Nursing lng and 
that the Superioress was chargeable with in- 
come tax on the Annual profits of the homes. 

For the Suaperioress, it was submitted that 
there was no such institution as the “ Mater 
Private Nursing Homes,” and that the 
hospital was a charitable institution and was 
exempt from income tax. 

Mr. McCann, K.C.; and Mr. Gearoid 
O'Sullivan (instructed by Mr. B Collins, 
Revenue solicitor) appeared for the appellant ; 
and Mr. Molony, KC, and Mr. Ignatius J. 
Kelly (instructed by Messrs. A. ©’ Hagan 
and Son) for the respondent. 

Mr. Molony continued his argument on 
behalf of the respondent. 

Mr. Justice Hanna asked if there was any 
evidence that the Superioress of the Mater 
Hospital opened these private wards for the 
benefit of people and not for the purpose 
of making money’ 

Mr. Molony—There is this, that the whole 
purpose of the establishment of the hospital 
was the relief of the sick and dying poor. 
That was the first purpose, and as ancillary 
to that the benefits given free to the poor 
were being given at a charge to ple who 
could afford to pay, and the surplus receipts 
were being given over. If there was nothing 
else being done but the running of a home 
for the purpose of paying patients alone, then 

Court would have to consider whether 
it was a charity at all or whether it was 
run on commercial principles. 

Counsel further said that the particular 
little. section relied upon by the appellant 
was seeking to get in on a charity and make 
them pay income tax on a profit that was 
never intended. 

For the appellant, Mr. McCann submitted 
that in this case there was only one question 
—viz., Was there a trade being carried on 
im the Mater Private Nursing Homes? He 
contended that the trade carried on there 
brought the hospital within the taxing code 
in the year 1925-24. He suggested that the 
case be sent back to the Commissioners.

QUESTION OF ITS JURISDICTION. 


(BEFORE MR. SUSTICE JOHNSTON.) 

e case of Mr. James de Smyth, 
a retired civil servant, of 21 Lower Baggot 
street, Dublin, against the Attorney-General 
was again before the Court, on a motion on 
behalf of the Attorney-General to stay all 
further proceedings and to have the state- 
ment of claim struck out. 

Mr. Smyth, in his statement of claim, 
stated. that in November, 1921, he was 
directed to fill the office of Registrar of 
Petty Sessions Clerks, and in October, 1924, 
he was informed that he would be placed on 
the retired list as from the 14th November. 
1924. The Government purported to fix his 
compensation based on the assumption that 
he was entitled only to the salary of chief 
clerk, and it appeared that when he attended 
before the Civil Service Compensation Board 
it was not competent to be determined by 
the Board whether, in the circumstances, he 
was entitled to the full salary of Registrar 
of Petty Sessions, the salary of acting re- 
gistrar or of chief clerk at the date of his 
retirement. 

The plaintiff claimed a number of declara- 
tions regarding his status on the date of his 
transfer to the Free State Government, and 
the remuneration to which he was entitled; 
and the principal grounds of the defendant’s 
application were that the statement of claim 
disclosed no reasonable cause of action 
against the Attorney-General; and that the 
claim dealt exclusively with facts and mat- 
ters in respect of which the sole determina- 


, tion had been left to the Board constituted 


under the Civil Service (Transferred Officers) 
Act, 1929. 

Mr. Dickie, K.C., and Mr. Denis Johnstor. 
(instructed by Messrs. Peart and Dawson) 
appeared for the plaintiff; and Mr. Finlay, 
RC. and Mr. MeGuckin (instructed by the 
Chief State Solicitor) for the defendant. 

The case had been adjourned to give the 
plaintiff an opportunity to file an amended 
statement of claim. This had been done, 
and an additional claim asked for an account 
of arrears of remuneration due to the plain- 
tiff on the basis of the declarations which 
he sought, and for payment of the sum due. 

Mr. Dickie said that he wanted a decision 
on what the jurisdiction of the Civil Service 
Compensation Board was. 

Mr. Finlay said that in view of the new 
cause of action he would not press his ap- 
plication. He had made a icular case 
on a cause of action that Mr. Dickie now 
had gone away from. 

Mr. Justice Johnston said that he thought 
ut would be,impossible to proceed with the 
motion on the statement of claim as now 
amended, but it would be a useful thing from 
the point of view of the Government to have 
a declaration from the High Court, and, if 
necessary, from the Supreme Court, on the 
powers and jurisdiction of the Civil Service

MALAHIDE WATER

NO FEAR OF A SHORTAGE. 


A special meeting. oí the County Dublin 
Board of Health was held yesterday to con- 
sider the question of the threatened aig 
of the water supply to Swords and Malahide, 

Mr. F. P. Russell, engineer and architect, 
submitted a report, in which he stated that 
he had examined the pipe line, and had 
difficulty in finding several of the ves, 
owing to the want of a set of plans of the 
scheme. From what he observed at the air- 
valve nearest the reservoir, he concluded that 
there was trouble at or near the valve tower. 
fie carried out some tests and proved this 
to be correct. 

The only thing to be done was to engage 
the ‘services of a diver to descend and clean 
out the screens. Accordingly, he had 
arranged with the engineer of the Port and 
Docks Board for the services of a diver for 
one day. 

He was glad to state that the tank at 
Malahide was about half-full that morning, 
and he anticipated that when ‘the screens 
were cleaned out a good supply of water 
would be available. There had never been 
a meter or pressure gauge on the Malahide 
supply, and he strongly recommended that 
separate suitable meters should be suppli 
and fixed to the Malahide, Swords and Port- 
marnock pipes. In fact, he said, he had 
already given an order to have arrangements 
made for pressure gauges at Killeek, Swords 
and Malahide. 


DIVERSION OF THE RIVER. 


Mr. P. J. Fogarty said that the Board 
was awaiting sanction to the scheme for the 
diversion of the local river into Killeek 
Keservoir. The responsibility for delay, he 
said, was on the Local Government Depart- 
ment, not on the Board. 

Mr. P. J. Curran, T.D., said that it was 
a scandalous state of affairs for a man to 
leave the scheme in such a state that the 
Board’s engineer was unable to locate the 
valves. 

Mr. Murphy (secretary) said that the 
matter had been allowed to go between two 
stools. He had arranged with Mr. Russell 
to take responsibility for the maintenance of 
the system, and there should be a periodical 
Wa” Írom the caretaker. 

Mr. Russell said that he had on hand 
seven or eight schemes, the total cost of 
which would be about £92,000, and it would 
be impossible for him without help to comply 
with the request of the Department to suppl 
plans and specifications in connection rth 
the proposed extension in connection with the 
Killeek reservoir. 

It was decided to employ Mr. McCarthy, 
who had carried out the original scheme, to 
supply plans, specifications, etc.,. for the 
diversion of the river into the reservoir. 


NO GROUNDS FOR SCARE. 


The Secretary said that he had had the 
water from the river analysed, and the 
analyst's report was that the water was of 
good quality and fit to be used for human 
consumption. ‘There was no fear of any 
shortage and no grounds for a scare. : 

Mr. J. J. Clare and other members paid 
a tribute to the chief executive officer for 
the prompt steps which he had taken to 
deal with the situation. 

Mr. Murphy, returning thanks, said that 
e took action in order to prevent people in 
Malahide from saying things about the 
Board of Health which they had no right te 
say.

Never again are 
we likely to hear the example of Skib- 
bereen cited for the help of deputies striv- 
ing to solve national problems. 
ot all of the departed deputies will he 
remembered, though, for their speeches. 
Some will be remembered for the silent 
mc with which they endured the per- 
ormances of their colleagues, and outstand- 
ing among these are Mr. Daniel Buckley, of 
the ‘Fianna Fail Party, who has not sur- 
vived to. share his party’s triumph, and Mr. 
Martin McDonogh, of Galway, who has 
been spared from accompanying the Cumann 
na nGaedheal Party into Opposition. 
Debates dragged wearisomely on; the
